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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. A response to Office Action of April 19, 2005 was received on May 19, 2005. 
Applicant's arguments regarding the election were persuasive. Therefore, claims 53-75 
have been rejoined and claims 1-79 have been examined. 

2. Claims 1-79 are allowed. 

3.. With respect to independent claims 1, 30, 31, 35, 38, 50, 53, 70, 71, 75, and 76, 
prior art fails to disclose methods and apparatus of controlling an ion population to be 
analyzed in a mass analyzer. Ions are accumulated for an 5 injection time interval 
determined as a function of an ion accumulation rate and a predetermined desired 
population of ions. The accumulation rate represents a flow rate of ions from a source of 
ions into an ion accumulator. Ions derived from the accumulated ions are introduced 
into the mass analyzer for analysis. 

Claims 2-29, 32-34, 36-37, 39-49, 51-52, 54-69, 72-74, and 77-79 are allowed 
by virtue of their dependencies on the independent claims 1, 30, 31, 35, 38, 50, 53, 70, 
71,75, and 76. 

Conclusion 

4. Reinhold discloses (US 2004/0245455) a mass spectroscopy system which 
features confining ions in an ion trap, exciting, and transferring some of the ions to an 
ion detector.
